Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Robert Mukai on June 16, 2004. 

This amendment is made to replace the non compliant amendment to the specification 
submitted by applicants on March 8, 2004. The amendment filed on March 8, 2004 is 
considered non-compliant because it fails to meet the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121, as revised 
June 30, 2003, effective July 30, 2003 (see 68 Fed. Reg. 3861 1) because the amendment to the 
specification at page 13 amends a line only which is not one of the sanctioned methods of 
amendment to the specification. Thus, the examiner has marked the amendment to the 
specification as unentered due not compliance. The amendment to the claims was fully 
compliant and was entered. The amendment below is the same in content as submitted by 
applicants on March 8, 2004. 

Substance of interview is set forth below: 

Mr. Mukai was informed that the amendment to the specification submitted March 8, 2004 was not in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 wherein on page 13 applicants had set forth amendment by line instead of 
full paragraph. The examiner agreed to amend the specification as desired by applicants in view of all 
issues with respect to allowance of the application having been resolved by applicants concurrent 
amendment to the claims.
